Oii« Hundred Minsrs M««t an 
Untimely D««th. 



DROWNED BY A WATERSPOUT. 



K Great DIsnNter in HiinuurT Il« Fnll 
Kxtaut Yet Unknown— A aHoiug VII- 
lat* Swept Oat mi w Other 

foreign Diip*t«h«a. 

ViKNNA, May 14.— IMspaUhps from 
FueTifkirclu'ii. in IIimL,Mi v, say that a 
waterspout burst over tlu* mines ueivr 
the city yesterday and floudtjcl tliem and 
tliat between eighty wid one hundred 
miners, if not more, have been drowned. 

The flood came ihortlj sf tar noon. 
The atmosphere had been heavy and the 
t<>niiK'ratnn' hiijh in the niornin^j. An 
hour before tiie waterspont btirst the 
wind which had been from the sotith, 
■hifted to the east and drove up over 
the mountains near Peeavsrad, s hn^e 
mass of clouds, at first yelloiriah gmy 
but quickly deepening to dead black. 

The clondH were whirled along the crest 
of the monntjiins by the wind which 
rose to a f^alc .-Kil ting the coal fields on 
the north, they had assumed the form 
of an enormoni oocw with ita apex al- 
moat reatinc on the monntain tope. 
Tba men at the month of the pits ceased 
work, and two gangs of men from the 
pit neart'Ht tho mountain became 
alarmed and refused to descend. They 
started for their homes to wait for the 
storm to blow over. 

Suddenly the wind ahlfted to the 
north, tiia dsrknaaa inoreaaed, and the 
cone was swept directly over the col- 
lieries. It burst a moment later and the 
water came down in a deluge, nweeping 
the men from their feet, wrecking the 
shanties and pouring in flooda down the 
shafts. Lai^ buUdinga were awapt 
from fhair foimdstiona, tiia loofa were 
emahed in and fumitnre and tools were 
carried through shattered doors and 
■win<liiws liy the wind and water. Sev- 
eral men standing at the pit entrances 
diaappeared in the fireit rush of the flood 
and art Boppoaed to b«va been carried 
down the ahsft with fhe wMar sad 
wreckage. 

In the mines the fnll force of men 
were at work. Tlie total numl)er is 
said to approximate I^UO or 400. They 
had absolutely no warning of the com- 
ing disaster as the men on the anrf ace 
had refused to descend after tha watei^ 
spont began forming. Tha lower gal- 
leriea in several mines are said to have 
been conipletely flooded, althongh the 
water did not ri.^ie to the ui){)er galleries. 
In one pit thtire are fifteen dead: in an- 
other, seven: in another, nine. In other 
pits the woodwork and aidaa were ao 
loosened by the falling . HBtair and 
debria that no oarafnl axaminstion has 
been made, and the details oi fhs loi» 
are not to be ascertained. 

Tile vuluiiie of water broke with a 
rushing report that alarmed the whole 
city and within thirty minutes thous- 
ands of men and women were hurrying 
out to. thfracene of destrnction. Volnn 
teyn wata^oalled for at all the pita and 
nan ttm.. the nigrht ahifta were sent 
dovn the ^Afta, which hsn haan left 
rSSaonabl^ iaf a, to reaons mibt com 
rmdea. 

The flrat daaoant waa mad* in the 
mine wheve about fifteen men were at 
work <m the lowaat level. Tba men in 
the appaa fltUarkf^ ware found nnin 
iuradiuliiMTOoaalad totbetop. No- 
body in tiMloweatnUary waa aUveto 
toteU tha atory ttf tha diaaatar. The 
mine waa flooded at that level and aev 
eral bodias wesa found ^oatiiig in the 
water And' were sent up. No mora « 
be done bef ora the nnmping ottt of 
mine. It k hmortaa that ttia munbar of 
the dead m thfi mine may readi tircnty 
At another pit tiia antmaoa of thi 
lowest gallenr ivas under water and no 
bodieaootOd M found. On tUa level at 
least aaran men were at w6rk. K ia the 
pit where the minva refused to go down 
when they saw tha watarapont coming 
and therefore but on».thu>d tba aanal 
number were at work. 

In the pit where nine man Are kno'wn 
to have been loat there may be twenty 
or thirty more dead for the water msbed 
into the loweat two gaUeriea. It com- 
pletely submerged the loweat gaUary, 
drowning every sonl there. 

In the other gallerv no investigation 
has been made. Altnough the water in 
it is but two feet deep the timbers were 
moved or ahattered by the force of the 
incoming flood and wreck, ao that the 
rescue party haa feared to enter. 
Whether all qr mia • faw wasa killed ia 
not yet kno#a. At eihar ikSfts the 
number of dead is aatiroatad aU tha way 
from ten to forty. 

The whole mining ooloiij is In iHa 
fields awaiting the reanlta of tha work of 
rescue. 

The authorities of Fuenfldrcben have 
sent out fuel and food, and big fires 
have been built near the abaft eniiance. 

A government official haa been dis- 
patcned from Pesth to help superintend 
the relief of those rendered homeless or 
fatherless by the storm. Much of the 
muehinery for pumping oat the mines 
was so damaged by the force of the 
tlocN.1 ■,it^ to lie practically uselesH, and the 
company lia8 telegraphed to Pesth for 
new machines. 

The department of the interior has re- 
ceived despatches lionrly as to the pro- 
gress of the work and they have been 
counnunicated lo the emjwror. An im- 
perial courier has l)een despatched to 
Fnenfkirchen with the emperor's contri- 
bution for the relief of the nn)Ht pressirg 
waiit.H of the stricken families. Thin 
coiiti ibution is waid t<i be 3,«KX) gulden, 
and a jronii.'^p of more incase the pvo- 
grtws of the work of rescue reveals great- 
ar/kaa of Ufa than la now apprahandad. 



: DELUG ED BY W ATER 
Or«»t Deetractlon Don* hy OTerSewed 
RIvere. 

St. Loois, May 14.— Reports firon all 
parte of nHttoH, Mlaaotiri, Arkanaas, Ne- 
braska and Iowa state that hea^'J• r.iins 
have prevaileil during the past twenty- 
fonr hour.''.. f>welling the already lii-;h 
streams nTitll tiiey are out of their oanks 
and ovei t1' iwing fanii lands, and caus- 
ing destruction to crops that hundred.- 
of thon^iands of dollars will not cover. 

All along the river front in the ex- 
treme limil.s of this city the water has 
flooded the cellars of business houses 
and covertsl the railroad trai ks. 

Hundreds of squatters along the river 
bunks have been forced to aiiek lefoga 
on In^lier ground. 

Kei)iiiis received from down the river 
as far as X'icksbnrg, Mi«s., state that the 
river is at a high stage and rniining 
swift, but the levees are in good order 
and proi)ahly wlU be able to Withstand 
the pressure. 

Mlaaonri RIeer Still Rlalnf. 

Kansas City, May 14.— The Jfissouri riv- 
er continues to ris" and it is feared tliut 
the entire village if Karlem, will soon 
be flooded. The l acking lion.se there 
has Ijeen c nii, "'lied to shut down. In 
Argentine. Arinonrdale ancl Kansiif 
City, Kan., the water is flowing through 
the streets in the lo'.ver parts of the 
town and wa.t^hing through many of the 
hou.ses. Ke])orts from Nebraska indi- 
cate that the rain OSBlliMSSSlASlMMna 
are very high. 

Hun<tre«la Honeleea. 

Jeitbrson Crrv, Mo., May 14.— The 
Mlaaonri ia rising two inches an hour, 
and haa already flooded many fanus on 
tha bottom, and driving hundreda from 
their farms. The rivers are now all 
within a few inches of tha diaastrona 
flood of 1888. 

Flood* In Iowa. 

Des Monras, May 14.— The rivers in 
this section are over their banks^nd 
creating sad havoc with farm lands and 
city reMdence property. Dosansofftea* 
ilies have been obligM to inoTS oht of 
their homes.

HOUSE AND SE NATE. 

Motblng eC A^fettaaee 9«af te Xttker 
BniMdi C u mg n m . 

Washixoton, May 14.— The entire 
day in the house was sijent in filibuster- 
ing against a i>rivate bill, which came 
over as unfinished business from last 
Friday, and therefore waa entitled to 
consideration. It was a bill for the re- 
hef of the heirs of H. H. and Charlotte 
K. Sibley, and has occupied the atten 
tion of the house for several previous 
Fridays. H. H. Sibley was the patentee 
of what is known as the Sibley tent, 
and It is .tlleged that under a contract 
made in is.jH between him and the gov 
ernment, for the tue of the tent, there 
is due to his heira a large sum of 
money. 

The proribioua of the bill as finally 
agreed upon direct the court of claims 
to investigate the matter and render 
judgement for any amount found to Ite 
due, not exceeding |>B7,500, with the 
right of anpeal by either party to the 
.supreme court. The Repuolicans de- 
sired to have the court of claims in 
structed to rej ort its finding to congress 
for action instead of authorizing judg- 
ment, and l)ec;iuse the Democrats de- 
clined to adopt an amendment to that 
effect, proceeded to flUbiuter. At 4 
o'clock a motim to adjourn was declared 
adopted, which had the effect of vacat- 
ing the evenincr session for pension bills. 

The proceedings of the aenhte were 
marked by emphatic utterances of warn- 
ing from Senators Cockrell and Sherman 
on extravagance of appropriations, and 
notable speechea by Sbr. Gorman and 
others on the proposed amendments to 
the naval arnropriation bill for the con- 
tinuance of the work of reconstrncting 
the navy. Mr. Gorman plainly ataten 
that the expenditures to wnich congress 
was commi^^ted would exceed the reven- 
ues for the next two yaara and autl"' 
necessary ar increase of taxation and 
that the Domoorata in cinngraaa were 
powerkaa to prevent it

Not withstanding I lie continued rainv 
weather the galleries tilled npearly with 
visitors ami spectators. Several distin- 
guished visitors were exj)ected, among 
them Colonel E. F. Sbepard. of New 
"York, who will addresii the mass -meet- 
ing on Sunuay. The delegate from Italv. 
Mr. Louis Maiid.ite, arrived and was 
given a .seat in the coiifennice. Dr. 
Buckler has been occumnng the seat 
a.ssigned to the Italian delegate. The 
Feat was near tho front. Dr. Buckley 
had to give it up. His own delegation 
is seated in the rear of the house and 
one of the New York deieg:ites created 
a laugh by inviting Dr. Buckley to a 
seat with his delgation. 

Bishop Nf^wman arose to state a rpies- 
tion of privilege. He re<iuested the < i)ii- 
ference to hear a repirt from William 
Deering, of Clri( aL,'i>. NMtii regat'l t.. the 
work of the coiiiniittec in nu'eting the 
Presbyterian delegat»« '>m tlie way to 
Oregon. Mi. Deeriiig. who by the way. 
is the weali :!i»'st man in the house, re- 
ported lliat ilie C'linniitU'e had met the 
train of Pte>,hyteri;in detegat'^s aud had 
invited them to vi.-it the coufereiic*. but 
they w>nld ii 't accept the invitation be- 
cause flu y had lo i>ass on to Portland in 
order to reai h th;i' city in proper time. 
The Presb\ teriaiis were ad'lressed in 
brief by Bishop Newman, and respond- 
ed, saying they wished the conference 
god speed. 

Mr. Deering's report was received 
with marked attention. Rev. Thomas 
Hanlon, of Peiuiiiigton seminary, 
sprung tho first sensation of the day hj' 
introducing a resolution declaring that 
the Methodist Eniscopal church stiould 
cfime out squarely uiK)n the great strug- 
gle between capital and bibor being 
waged in this country. He ileclared in 
his remarks that tho >h:;r.-h I-.;;.! not 
shown sufficient sympathy tor the toil- 
ing millions. 

"The laboring clafses are drifting 
away from the church." siiid Dr. Han- 
lon. "( )ur church is made up of women 
to a large extent. The men are drifting 
away from it. We must take a stand 
on this great question affecting capitJil 
and labor. The church haa been too 
much nil lined to lean toward tiw l■t■^• 
esta of the capitalists." 

Dr. Hanlon was vigorously applauded 
from the «dlery. Bis leeolntion was 
referred totlMI SOmMlttSSOn SlalS of ths 
church. 

A delegate from the bidlnaa confer- 
ence introduced a resolution to change 
the rules so as to admit women as lay 
delegates in the general conference, and 
to instract the annual conference that 
either men or women may be elected 
aa delegat es.
